No. 1. Mart Pelham, Finchky Church-yard, Mid- 
dlesex, October 2 nd, 1858 . I print this Inscription as 
' the first' in the collection, because its preservation is such, 
that when seen in the sun it does ones* very heart good 
. to read it It is on a smallish upright stone on the south 
fide of the edifice, next to the little door, and under the 
second window from the back of the church. It is placed 
. at a right angle with the wall, and being perfbcdy shel- 
. tered, the letters have remained as fresh as when first 
I' cut. So little dila{ndation have they suffered in the course 
iof 148 years, that «ven at this distance of' time they 
jjDayHbe xead .ifith . ma% ; • but wlien .the sun it nearly ^p-

posite the south edge of the stone, and thus darting its 
rayi flat over its face, the fine deep-cut lettering pro- 
duces shadows so black, as to render the effect almost 
miraculous. On the top of Miss Pelham*s tomb-stone, is 
a sculpture representing a winged hour-glass resting on 
a serpent formed into a ring, while on the right side is a 
shovel and scythe, and on the left a shovel and pick-axe. 
This tomb-stone is figured very correctly in the engrav- 
ing of Flnchley Church, in Lysons' Environs of London. 
It is seen to the left of the door, and between it and the 
sun dial, which still stands in the church-yard. 

No. 3. Richard Crockford, Englefield Church- 
yard, Berkshire, September 21 st, 1858. A plain head- 
stone marks this grave. Lysons — at page 275, vol. i, 
part 2 of his Berkshire — speaking of the Englefield 
&mily, and their monuments in the church, says, "by 
whom the North aisle of the chancel was built for a bu- 
rial place in 1514.** 

No. 4. John Peltro, Hendm Church-yard, Mid- 
dlesez, September 2 nd, 1858. I am unable to furnish 
any biographical particulars of this artist, although I have 
applied to several eminent engravers for that purpose. In 
the European Magazine for August 1808, it is stated 
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Vol I. Non«. t 

that h« died at Hendon, «nd that '* ITib exoenent Artiit 
waa particularly distinguished for engraving miniAture 
views of Gentlemen^s Seats/* The tomb-8t«ne of John 
Peltro — which is dose to the left side of the path^way, 
and between the rear of the church and the east aide of 
the ground — is a most fidtfaful copy of that erected to 
the nienwry of William Weollett, in Old St. I^mrai 
Church-yard. I ^ve never met with any other stones 
of the same character. 

No. 6. Thomas Lloyd, Eeanpttead Chwch-yard^ 
Middlesex, Jwnuatry 26 th, 1859. A black marble slab 
lying on the ground, near the sou& side of the church. 

No. 8. Joseph Grimaldi, Sit, James's Church^ 
yard, PewtmrnOe HiU, London. August 22 nd, 1858. 
To feel " tired of being always wise,** is a state that 
at least, should " come o*er us like the sweet South ,** 
at the merry Time of Christmas: — A period of the 
Year when it behooves all good and true men, to ac- 
knowledge the soothing influence of a Pantomime. He 
^ho loveth not a Pantomime ! — " there is no such 
man**! — yet, if perchance there should be, then Gri- 
maldi*8 great Genius is reason aufiicient, for preserving 
his Tomb Inscription; — short and simple -though it be. 
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We, ourselves, have a love for Clowns — of T^t and 
Humour! 

" Where be your pbes now ? your gambols ? your 
songs? your flashes of merriment? that were wont to 
set the table on a roar ? ** 

Who has not heard of poor Grimaldi*s unrivalled 
powers ? Many are those who have been impelled to 
write about them. Bunn, at page 166 vol. ii, of his 
" Stage," happily confesses — " Our recollections of, and 
associations with, Christmas, and consequently of, and 
with, Grimaldi, are amongst the earliest and happiest 
of our thoughts. We can never forget our burst of en- 
joyment on catching the first accents of that many-to- 
ned voice, and the first glimpse of that party-coloured 
&ce, when year sfler year, we have squeesed into any 
part of the theatre his attraction had lefl standing room 
in. Has there been any social happiness of afler days, 
the memory of which can impart such true delight, as 
a recurrence to those green and bright hours of life's 
unclouded boyhood ? '* In that curious and interesting 
"Chapter on Clowns," by William J. Thoms, in the 
third volume of Bentley's Miscellany, there is a high 
compliment paid to the powers of Grimaldi. Near the

end of the " Chapter," the author says, " old Chapman, 
who was regarded as the best theatrical teadier of his 
day, and the finest ju<i^ of acting, was heard to de- 
clare that the greatest enjoyment he knew at the thea- 
tre was to go in front, and see Grimaldi in a new Pan- 
tomime! This was a compGment to Grimaldi *s genius, 
which was not even surpassed by that paid to it by John 
Kemble; who, standing at the wings one night, watch- 
ing wiUi great delight Joe*s drolleries, exclaimed in his 
musical and measured phrase, — '' My sister never did 
any thing finer in her life ^an that man is doing now, 
in his way — in his way ! " 

No. 9. Hbnrt Burdett, Old St. Paneras Church- 
yard, Middlesex. October Srd, 1858. A large flat stone 
lying on the ground, about twelve yards from the south- 
east comer of the chancel, and in a south-east direction. 

No. 10. Elizabeth Dutton, Cheam Church -yard, 
Surrey. September 13 th, 1858. A black nuurble slab, 
on a low tomb, and still in good preservation. It is to 
be found opposite the south door of the Church. 

No. 11. Henry Mullins, Old St. Pancras Church- 
yard, Middlesex.

One of them, 
a 1^ , it engraved ahove The inscription itself, is print- 
ted on the proceeding page. The diphthongs JE , and 
CE, type founders can supply us with; hut the In- 
scription on the tomh of Elizabeth Cablston 
in Old St. Pancras Church-yard, pre- 
sents to us an overlapping L-£, 
which, though it cannot be done with 
type, may be engraved as here shown. 
Apart from such like difficulties, I do my best to con- 
vey a just picture of the appearance of each Inscription : 
— which with other troubles, I hope to illustrate fur- 
ther, should it ever be my good fortune to print that 
portion of this little work, containing: — " Walks in

No. 12. Thomas William Selbtk, Old St. Pan- 
eras Church-yard, Middlesex. December 19 th, 1858. 
Owing to a very imperfect knowledge of Heraldry, I am 
compelled, in describing the arms, — when such accom- 
pany the inscriptions printed in this work — to take 
every assistance from Clark*s book upon the subject. The 
arms of Selbye may I think, be thus described. Over 
three bars, an inescutcheon in the middle of the coat, 
charged with a cross flory; a fusil in the dexter chief. 
Crest: on a helmet surmounted by a wreath, a head, 
also wreathed. 

No. 14. Mrs. Francis Douohtt, Old St. Pan- 
eras Church-yard, Middlesex. December 12 th, 1858. 
A Lozenge quarterly, first and fourth, a bar-Gemel be- 
tween three stars; second and third, an escutcheon be- 
tween seven martlets — an inescutcheon at the fess- 
point, vaired, chief plain. 

No. 15. Richard Hardy M. D., Hackney Church- 
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fford, Middlesex. Nacember Srd, 1858. A large flat 
stone surrounded by iron railings, opposite the back of 
the church. 

No. 18. John How, Lewisham Church-yard, Kent, 
Oeieber 12 th, 1858. An altar tomb surmounted by 
% black marble slab, dose to the north-east comer of 
the church tower. The luros on the tomb are — Party 
per pale, a fess between three wolves heads; three 
fleurs-de-lis of the first. 

Ko. 26. EuZABKTB Fahreh, ffendon Church- 
yard, Middlesex. March 19th, 1855. The sexton 
informed me that Elizabeth Farren was a ^ort stout 
dame, md used to walk every Sunday to dine at the 
house of Lord Tenterden, who erected the stone to her 
finemory. It is the first stone on the right hand, en- 
tering the church-yard firom the village. I have been 
enabled to print another most interesting inscription 
to a Centenarian, at No. 93. vol. ii« 

No. 28. General Vaughan Lloyd, Plumsted 
Church-yard, Kent. January 15th, 1P59. A low 
stone tomb in the south-east comer of the church- 
ward. The inscriptiim to the General is on the north 
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side of the tomb — that to Lieutenant -Colonel Fluker, 
on the south side. Owing to the peculiar circum- 
•tance of their simultaneous burial, I have arranged 
all on one sheet — it is in fact but one inscription, 

No. 29. Daniel Sharps, ffampstead Church-yixrd, 
Middlesex. March 10th, 1859. On the east end of 
an altar tomb, opposite the eastern wall of the church- 
yard. 

No. 30. Mart Basnett, 
Old St. Pancras Church -yard, 
Middlesex, August 15 th, 1858. 
An upright monument, easily 
distinguished, a little to the 
right of the path leading from 
the entrarce gate to the church door, the accom- 
panying arms are on the west side of the monument. 

No. 33. William Goodwtn, Hackney Church- 
yard, Middlesex. Noi?ember 3rd, 1858. On the end 
of an altar tomb — the tenth grave from the central 
path, on the church side, and opposite the eastern 
boundary wall. 

No. 34. Morris Lieveslbt, Old St. Pancras 
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Ckurch-ywd, Middlesex. Jauuaiy 30 th, 1859. On 
the south side of an altar tomb, situated against the 
north wall near the entrance gate. There are other 
inscriptions on the top of the tomb. 

No. 85. Peter Raimbach, Eendon Ckwrch-yard, 
Middlesex, March 19th, 1855. This stone, and the 
next, ( No. 36. ) to the Memory of Mrs . Martha 
RAlSiBAOH , are on ihe left side of the path lead- 
ing to the church door. In the Autobiography of 
Abraham Raimbarh , the eminent Line Engra- 
ver — printed by his son for private distribution — oc- 
curs the following. " My father died at Hendon, on 
ihe 16 th of December, 1806, and my mother in 
London , January the 27 th , 1807* A gravestone to 
each marks the spot where Uiey lie in the church- 
yard of the pretty and secluded village of Hendon. 
Mr. Hayley, the poet, very kindly wrote a few hnes 
At my request, which are inscribed on their tombs." 
page 110. The Autobiography of Abraham Raimbach, 
of which there are copies in the Museum Library, is 
a volume of very considerable artistic interest. 

No. 39. Elizabeth Lea, St. PauVa Church-yard, 
Deptford, Kent. August 8 th, 1858. A head-stom^ 
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near the back of the church — which by miBtake ha« 
been printed on the inscription sheet, as St. John*s. 

No. 42. Nathaniel Honb. R.A., ffendan 
Church-yard, Middlesex. March 19 th, 1855. In 
** Antiquity Smith's " Life and Times of NoUekens, 
there occurs the following interview between the lat- 
ter, and Hone . '* One day. Daphne , the dog , an- 
nounced the approach of a stranger in the yard, and 
a tall, upright, large man, with a broad -brimmed hat, 
and a lapelled coat buttoned up to his stock, with 
measured and stately steps entered the Studio, walk- 
ed up to Mr. Nollekens, who was modelling a bust 
of Sir Charles Eyre Coote, and full of self import- 
ance, saluted him with '* Joseph Nollekens, Esquire, 
R. A., how do you do?" Nollekens, who never liked 
him, answered, *' Well, now, I suppose, you've come 
to get me to join you in the Academy to night, against 
Sir Joshua, but you're very much mistaken; and I 
can tell you more, 1 never will join you in any thing 
•you propose: you're always running your rigs against 
Sir Joshua; and you may say what you please, but 
I have never had any opinion of you ever since you 
painted that picture of the Conjuror, as you. call it." 
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The chapter — ( vi, vol . i . ) — also contains a ftill ac- 
count of Hone's attack upon Sir Joshua Reynolds, and 
Angelica KauflBman. Honeys head-stone is the second 
on the right hand, as you enter the church-yard from 
the village. The following inscription — which I copied 
on the 24 th of June 1859, — is from a head-stone 
in Epsom Church-tford, Surrey. It may perhaps have 
some connection with Nathaniel Hone, R. A.

No. 44. John Danbt. Old St. Pancroi Church^ 
yard, Middlesex. Auguti 15 th, 1858. John Danby 
was an elegant composer, and some of his compositions 
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are still reprinted and perfonned. About the year 1785, 
( being then resident at 26 Henrietta Street Covent Gar*- 
den ) he published his First 
book of " CcUches^ Canons^ 
and GleeB^^ in which will be 
found the elegant Glee for 

.three male voices, " Fair 

__ , , , _ , Danby't Tomb. 

Flora decks the flowry 

Ground/* and also the striking four -voiced composi- 
tion " Awake -/Eolian Lyre," for which, in 1783 the 
Prize Medal had been awaded to Mr. Danby. 

No. 47 Sarah Newnah, Hangleton Church-yard, 
Sussex. August 23 rd , 1858. Hangleton Church-yard 
contained seven head-stones , and three altar tombs : 
the latter belonging to the Hardwicks. The following 
epitaph is from one of the head-stones. Mr. & Mrs. 
Edmands, Ob. 1757 & 1760. 

As thou dost live on E^th, so once did We; 
But Death has Cut us Down, and here We Lie: 
And here We Must Remain Until ye Glorious Day, 
The Trumpet Sounds And Calls us hence away. 

No. 50. Thomas Dermodt, Lewisham Church-- 
'yard, Kent. October 12 th, 1858. Of this reckless 
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poet, there is a most powerful' portrait engraved as a 
frontispiece to Raymond^s life of him. As a work of 
moral teaching, it is scarce worth perusing; notwith- 
standing that its fourth page says *' Cowley received 
the applauses of the great at eleven , Pope at twelve, 
and Milton at sixteen, Uie meed of distinguished praise 
Uierefore cannot be denied this wonderful boy, when 
it is related that at ten years old he had written as 
much genuine poetry as either of Uiese great men had 
produced at nearly double that age.*' At page 335 
of the second volume Mr. Raymond says, *' Over his 
tomb , at the expense of his generous friends , the 
author has been enabled to erect a monument to his 
memory, with the following inscription: extracted from 
a poem written by the poet, entitled " The Fate 
of Grenius." 

No titled birth hadst thou to boast: 
Son of the desert; Fortune's child; 
Yet, not by frowning Fortune crossed, 
The muses on his cradle smiled. 

He joy'd to con the fabling page. 

Of prowess *d chiefs, and deeds sublime; 

And e'en essay 'd in infant age. 

Fond task! to weave the wizard rhime. 
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And though fell passion sway*d his soul, 
By Prudence seldom ever won. 
Beyond the bounds of her control, 
He was dear Fancy *8 &vour*d son. 

Now a cold tenant does he lie 
Of this dark cell,* all hush*d his song : 
While Friendship bends with streaming eye, 
As by his grave she wends along; 

On his cold day lets M a holy tear. 
And cries. Though mute, there is a poet here. 

At present, Dermody*s Inscription contains no more 
than I have printed. The worthy Lysons quotes from 
Raymond*s book, and gives the Epitaph as it is print- 
ed in this NOTE. Dermody*s Grave hardly answers to 
Mr. Raymond*s account, which says it is '* formed on 
a spot the most solitary and romantic that &ncy could 
describe.** It is — the Tomb — a large flat stone rais- 
ed on bricks; and the fiflh from the little river towards 
the church tower. As to the reason of Uie differ- 
ence in the Epit^hs, I know not, but upon carefully 
re-examining the Tomb on the 8 th of May 1859, I 
could discover nothing in its appearance that would 
lead one to suppose, that the present Inscription slab 
had replaced an older one. 
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
